How may the Catholic school contribute 
the rebuilding Christian social

The Great Need: Leadership 


One the greatest needs, and unfortu- 
nately dearths, the organization the 
social studies program that leadership. 
Regardless how well qualified one may 
teacher, principal, supervisor, even 
superintendent, she not thereby 
equipped assume leadership coping 
with the social studies, which field 
overwhelmingly vast, with implications 
far-reaching, presenting they prob- 
lems which only years study and experi- 
mentation trial-and-error basis can 
begin solve. Teacher, principal, super- 
visor, superintendent has im- 
portant contribution make, but 
fruitful each contribution must made 
under leadership that has labored long 
the social studies field. Without this leader- 
ship, the result perhaps great efforts will 
comparable that accomplished 
“the blind leading the blind.”

Suggestions for Meeting the 
Challenge 


Apropos this discussion may some 
suggestions ways meet through 
social studies program the challenge pre- 
sented crumbling social order.

The designation content poses more 
difficult problem than other phases 
course construction. the content the 
social studies vast, all content cannot 
taught; choice has made. the 
minds curriculum makers, therefore, two 
questions loom large: (1) how much 
teach?, (2) what teach?

Problem for the Course 


the objective for the course the 
formation the Christian citizen, the 
course problem might well along this 
line: Which understandings, attitudes, and 
virtues contribute more Christlike living 
our American democratic society? 

Understandings fewer interrelated 
facts, rather than ability recall many 
and unrelated facts are basic

This 
treatment obviates the development un- 
derstandings and makes memorization the 
only method adopted order 
retain these facts.

facts are discussed more interestingly 
and more detail pamphlets, peri- 
odicals, and children’s literature, fre- 
quent recommendations should made 
these three sources order supplement 
the far too brief and highly condensed 
treatment found social studies textbooks. 


Evaluating Results

Just grace builds upon nature, 
attitudes rest upon knowledge. However, 
more knowledge cannot imparted 
pupil than can assimilate without im- 
pairing his intellectual life and growth any 
more than more food can fed child 
than can digest without injuring his 
health. not question, some fear, 
“no facts,” but question “not too 
many facts.” 

The basic and fundamental position 
factual information warrants the inclusion 
the close units, and semesters, 
both objective and subjective types 
tests. these tests are keeping with 
sound educational philosophy, they will 
geared measure growth understand- 
ings rather than quiz determine how 
large number isolated facts have been 
memorized.

Man- 
nerisms tend minimize the worth the 
model, the teacher, because they overem- 
phasize the peculiar, personal style man- 
ner teaching, thus making difficult the 
“continued contact mind with mind that 
teaching makes possible, and making less 
and less possible enduring impression 
upon the pupils.” Emerson told his daugh- 
ter, “It not what you study, but with 
whom you study, that matters.” Manner- 
isms are road blocks preventing the contact 
mind with mind, for they distract the 
attention the student unduly. 

Teachers should not attempt lose their 
personality, identity their endeavor 
meet the standard that great leveler, 
mediocrity, but they should make honest 
examination their professional conscience 
concerning their teaching mannerisms. Su- 
pervisors and principals their classroom 
visitations should use the check list which 
follows, evaluating teachers’ peculiarities 
gesture, stance, speech, and also give 
consideration their personal grooming 
appearance. Students react what they 
see, what they hear, what they under- 
stand. Peculiarities gesture, stance, 
personal grooming are easily seen the 
discriminating adolescent today; man- 
nerisms are readily discernible the wide- 
awake, listening student today; the com- 
bination both sense preceptions can help 
obstruct clear understanding. All all, 
the learning process will more success- 
ful the mannerisms speech, gesture, 
stance, and personal neatness are absent, 
rather than present.

Gestures are essential the teaching act.

For in- 
stance, when teaching Caesar’s Gallic Wars 
second-year Latin, Sister was determined 
that the historical background the times 
should -be not passing, but lasting fact 
the minds her pupils, she asked 
them imagine they were soldiers the 
front lines Caesar’s army. From there 
they were write letters home describing 
life that century. this category would 
included the making posters and 
signs, and modeling objects. 

are all familiar with the great 
influence the movies exert upon the lives 
our pupils. How quick they are 
imitate the styles, the actions, and even 
the tone voice their favorite actors 
and actresses! Choice films are certainly 
aid forming correct ideas and ideals 
the minds and hearts our pupils. 

The method which best insures this 
transfer training dramatization 
right your own classroom, without cost- 
costumes vast audiences, minus 
lot practice, the simpler they are the 
better. Here the child becomes the person 
portrays. says the very words 
said, does the very things did. Our 
own personal experience bears this out. 
Practically every teacher who reads this 
can still repeat the lines she said her 
first dramatization. When former pupils 
year many years ago return for 
visit and speak their school days, what 
does the conversation generally include? 
not their reading about the Archangel 
Gabriel nor Sister’s telling about the 
Archangel, but when Joe was and 
and Edna was Mary. Amid their enthusi- 
astic acclamations heard, “And remem- 
ber, Sister, Joe’s unangelic manners when 
said ‘There ain’t nuthin’ God can’t do,’ 
instead of, ‘There nothing impossible 
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with God’?” Looking beyond this friendly 
joking and bantering, the teacher con- 
vinced that those little dramatizations, 
use the pupils’ own expression, 
stick.” 

Now let apply these three methods 
our problem, namely the child’s spiritual 
welfare during the vacation months.

impress indelibly the mind 
the child that his religion not merely 
truths learned and believed, but 
rather life lived.

explanation this point, who stood and 
entirely unabashed, declared that his part 
and, believed, the part all the seniors 
(and none protested) —he had never heard this 
before, and did not have the slightest idea 
that incomplete pleasure intentionally induced 
was sinful. asked, was sinful, why 
they were not told before that. 

Should this incident represent the view 
sexual excitement, which, after all, tan- 
gible something, what can the understand- 
ing impure thoughts, and especially de- 
liberate complacency and impure desire?

Christ need repeated time and again: 
say you, that whosoever shall look 
woman lust after her, hath already com- 
mitted adultery with her his heart” (Matt.

*** Daniel Lord, S.J., Some Notes the 
Guidance Youth (Queen’s Work, St. Louis, 
1938). Persons who judge the worth book 
only the stateliness its chapter head- 
ings, the density its footnotes, the 
length its bibliography will fail agree 
that this slender volume (without chapter 
heads, footnotes, bibliography) real 
contribution the literature chastity edu- 
cation. From pages 139 are some the 
most practical and inspiring paragraphs 
what say and how.

especially good when bringing out the 
beauty and nobility chastity and marriage.

Education and Crime 
Prevention 


One the great interests every 
educational system the problem crime.

Then what, may ask the schools, being 
done about it? 

The discovery this incompetency not 
thing all. was Mortimer Adler 
who discovered that his prelaw students could 
hot read, reason, talk intelligently about what 
they had read, put point across. His 
answer was the well known How Read

Book. Once upon time teachers’ colleges 
required course parliamentary practice 
(taught the speech department). Once upon 
time high school seniors least, could 
conduct meeting. 


Helps 


Youth movements all over the country, 
especially the summer schools Catholic 
Action and the leadership schools sponsored 
the Queen’s Work (St. Louis) and the 
various state organizations the Sodality 
the Blessed Virgin Mary have done wonders 
help the young Catholics express them- 
selves. Their courses parliamentary practice 
are invaluable, but course, only relatively 
few delegates can and then too, 
how much could even the best teacher ac- 
complish one single week? was the 
Queen’s Work too, which through the “Chil- 
dren’s Moderator,” sponsored contest 
secure simplified method parliamentary 
practice that could used elementary 
school children conduct their Sodality 
meetings. 

Sporadically learn that one another 
teacher civics, club sponsor has 
succeeded. getting some degree co- 
operation from boys and girls who really 
learn conduct meetings orderly and 
efficient manner. 

curious fact that practically every 
English textbook for grades published 
over the past years has section 
(or more) parliamentary practice. State 
guides and aids for the teaching English 
high school include page after page 
suggestions and directions (and even exer- 
cises) for the use the method. (See Kansas 
Guides, 1948). And yet one suffers through 
meetings that should pleasure. 

But there are hopeful signs! least one 
state university is, through local lawyer, 
teaching course parliamentary law; 
least one Catholic men’s college (Loyola 
University Los Angeles) has included 
its curriculum two-hour course 
mentary law which taught concurrently 
with course debating. This was done 
primarily for the benefit students 
particular) who had found themselves handi- 
capped without knowledge and skill 
using the procedures when they attended meet- 
ings the industrial relations groups. 

Certainly time for such course (with 
credit) should found created any 
college (and any high school large enough 
boast speech department) for the 
members the student council board; 
for all class officers possible, but certainly 
for all elected major offices any school. 

But parliamentary practice today tech- 
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poses information. All the tricks are futile the 
speaker cannot make his point. may delude 
and deceive some the people some the 
time, even deceive some the people all 
the time, but inconceivable that 
should continue deceive all the people all 
the time. 


Ammunition 


parliamentary practice weapon only? 
Perhaps! But the best weapons should have 
that one may use the butt gun protect 
himself from aggressor, yet how much more 
effective the gun would were loaded 
with deadly ammunition? Just 
are correct information and conviction the 
skill parliamentary practice ammunition 
the weapon. 

has been demonstrated that the elemen- 
tary principles parliamentary practice can 
taught and used effectively throughout 
the grades the elementary school. (One 
supervisor who had spent years school 
system attests the success her 
schools.) high school can particularly 
effective; and certainly should insisted upon 
college classes give assurance students 
that they need not apologize anyone 
they can listen, record, report, present ob- 
jections, put motions, speak the question 
courteous and convincing manner. Even 
the acquisition the vocabulary worth- 
while achievement! 

skill which must mastered, but which can 
mastered only practice. How essen- 
tial it? Just ask yourself. What oppor- 
tunity, you say, for the teacher the civics 
class. But why confine the civics classes? 
Why are English composition classes often 
dull, dead, uninspiring? Why are students 
unresponsive? Challenge yourself. 
Learn what wrong with your classes, then 
admit, and plan accordingly. How logical are 
you? How courteous are you your stu- 
dents? How much you respect the in- 
telligence your students? 


Universal Need 


not only the professional man 
woman who needs these opportunities ac- 
quire the skill. rather the workingman, 
the homemaker. the man-and-wife 
combination. Note the unique situation 
which man-and-wife serve chairman for 
the Cana activities one without the other 
incomplete. 

All educators, counselors, supervisors, have 
dreamed the day when they can influence 
their students elect offices members who 
are qualified, but until are privileged 
live that Utopia might well adopt 
some these possibilities:

Influencing those elected office 
recognize their moral responsibility qualify

All too few teachers the communication 
arts realize what their responsibilities, their 
privilege, and their opportunities are. Seeking 
ever for functional language exercises, for life 
situations which teach communication 
they completely miss these invaluable and 
ever present opportunities and possibilities. 

Opportunity knocks loudly 
tently the door the English classes that 
its members fail grasp its message! 

Take, for example, the simple device 
having students serve secretary any 
class. different student assigned serve 
each class everyone enjoys the opportunity 
presenting the review the day’s work 
the and there are dignity and 
delight which one cannot experience 
the stereotyped, traditional review. Then, too, 
every student learns write objectively after 
has been made realize that record 
must written formal English. (That 
third person, and that should not 
shift person). This immaturity writing can 
and should eliminated during high school 
and not left eradicated college 

Usually there any junior senior 
class, least one student who taking 
has had advanced shorthand, and who will 
thrilled with the opportunity practice 
his skill serving “court reporter.” 
admit takes fund humility and self- 
effacement for the instructor face the 
barrage that may returned this embryo 
court reporter, but the results are worth that 
too.) 

Close correlation and integration the 
language arts are here secured, Listening and 
hearing accurately, note taking (either 
shorthand longhand), reorganization the 
notes taken, omitting details, grouping, ma- 
involve the communication arts. 
The secretary reporter must also read back 
his minutes. should never permitted 
extemporize read garbled, half-coherent 
account what remembers. This would 
defeat the very purpose the exercise. 
(Ideally, the secretary should present the 
minutes the instructor before the class 
session she may make necessary correc- 
tions.) 

Even the most inert students wake up, and 
may even become enthusiastic about the 
method. “It lends dignity the class.” “It 
makes different!” “It gives some- 
thing that one person cannot monop- 
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olize all the time.” There are few the 
comments students have made besides the 
trite: parliamentary practice saves time; pro- 
vides orderly method conducting 
class; prepares students for participating 
future meetings; gives the individual practice 
speaking and develops self-confidence, 
etc. 

Besides the method using parliamentary 
practice grade school Sodality meetings, 
Freshman Works and Enjoys It,” “Peggy Ann 
Reports” and several news stories have been 
written the use this procedure. 

What then, technique weapon? think 
anyone who has had any experience will con- 
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fidently admit that parliamentary practice may 
and enunciation, inflection and phrasing, 
mittedly too but effective primarily 
loaded with the ammunition weighty opin.

Was Christ Our Lord, The First 
Master Local Color?

The class was midway the second unit 
American literature. The day’s lesson 
covered the subdivision, local color. This 
particular topic had previous years caused 
evident boredom. 

seeking new way present the ma- 
terial and forestall tediousness the thought 
the parables our Lord ideal models for 
both content and technique suggested itself. 
Scholars have indicated how our divine Lord 
used local customs, habits, and environmental 
details His own inimitable way. rapid re- 
readng the parables assured their 
adaptibility. 

began class analyzing the meaning 
Suggestions were requested. One student ex- 
plained that “local color the use actual 
surroundings that are familiar people 
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certain locality.” Someone added the idea, 
“the setting story related one 
many ways the action the story.” An- 
other commented, “Often things are suggested 
the reader one word phrase which 
the imagination the reader creates 
atmosphere.” 

After the definitions were completed 
asked, Who said “consider the lilies the 
field”? There was instant glow all faces. 
sower went forth sow his seed”? 
the good continued, and the 
light became radiant. 

much the happiness learning 
found the joy recognition. These 
parables were all familiar. Each one indicated 
wide general use local color, which was 
grasped immediately. 

For more complex use local color 
showing harmony between the characters 
the story and their environment the parable 
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the “Ten Pounds” admirably suited 
(Luke 19:12). 

St. Luke tells that the story the 
“Ten Pounds” was told the road just out- 
side the city Jericho, city wealth 
and luxury. Here rich merchants had their 
villas and were surrounded with vast retinues 
servants. Tales were circulated fabulous 
Arabia and even more distant climes, 
wayfarers returning from travels abroad. Here 
Jericho money changed hands more rapidly 
than anywhere else Palestine, and therefore 
these men were well aware banking, specu- 
lation, and usury. Zacheus, chief the 
Publicans, was present when our Lord told 
this story, and thus personified this money 
changing interest. 

Landowners around Jericho were usually 
absent from their estates, leaving the entire 
management the jurisdiction overseers; 
the merchant-princes, who constantly carried 
trade from far parts the world en- 
trusted their goods the dependable “ser- 
vant.” 

The means individual advancement lay 
the hands the men who made these 
two classes. honest farmer would forever 
remain honest farmer; likewise, shepherd 
would remain shepherd, craftsman, 
craftsman; there were other avocations 
available except employment either the 
landed gentry the merchants. 

Imagine the heights which simple 
clerk might rise the employ powerful 
and rich lord! might entrusted with 
very small amount money first but 
careful management and diligence would 
advance steadily greater things. mattered 
very little what private gains accrued, pro- 
vided the servant was honest with his em- 
ployer and the goods the master showed 
notable increase. 

These men Jericho they listened 
our Lord’s words recalled instances where 
such servants were finally placed over foreign 
provinces, even “over five cities.” 

Our Lord was making use the cultural 
background, the environmental detail and the 
local customs the city Jericho, 
much more subtle way than did the 
other parables mentioned. Perhaps, just 
began the story princely retinue was passing. 

certain nobleman went into far coun- 
try, receive for himself kingdom and 
return. And calling his ten servants gave 
them ten pounds, and said them: Trade 
till come.” 

read the entire parable. discussed 
it. Then the following questions were asked: 

Did this story indicate harmony be- 
tween the characters and their environment? 

Why you suppose was told the 
presence Zacheus? 

Did our Lord use this city locale 
for other stories? 

Someone remembered that the story the 
“Good Samaritan” began, man went down 
from Jerusalem Jericho and fell among 
robbers The students commented con- 
cerning the connotation the words “down” 
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Jericho lay among hills and ambush would 
easy, particularly the individual were 
traveling alone. traveler from “Jerusalem,” 
thriving metropolis, to. Jericho, city 
wealth and luxury, would seem indicate 
rich man, probable target for robbers. 

How many copies the New Testament 
were available? Enough copies were secured. 
The students were directed locate other in- 
stances where our Lord made particular em- 
phasis happenings the present moment 
order illustrate story. One further ex- 
ample was given aid them securing 
illustrations “atmosphere.” This was in- 
dicated the parable the laborers the 
vineyard. Suggested connotation was supplied 
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the words, “market place,” “vineyard” 
“standing idle,” “ninth hour,” and other 
and phrases. 

Two objectives were attained: 
awareness the beauty the parables 


the re-reading and careful study 


secondly, the avoidance boredom 
vital approach the study local color.

Take Care Your Ears

the Teacher: The following article addressed 
the children, with the hope that may used 
guide the teaching least one lesson 
the hygiene the ear. Surveys have discovered 
least one million school children America with 
measurable degree hearing loss. Treated early 
enough, many these will cured, their 
deafness held static. How many would never have 
suffered loss part the precious sense hearing, 
had preventive measures been taken? 


Have you ever stopped think what 
your ears for you? You know, course, 
that most people have five senses, all 
them very useful. But there are two senses 
that need more than the others long 
live and work and play with other 
people. These two senses are sight and hearing. 
either these not quite perfect, then 
well other people them. 

seems that have always been taught 
how care for our eyes. The windows our 
schoolrooms are usually found the side 
the light will fall our work but not our 
eyes. are reminded often that that the 
way the light should when read 
write other close work home. 
our eyes bother not see quite 
clearly, easy have the doctor give 
glasses and soon everything right again. 

But what about our ears? you wnow how 
take care your ears and how very im- 
portant that you all you can keep 
your hearing sharp other people’s? You 
must meet and talk with grownups and other 
children every day and you have listen 
too hard what they say, you get tired and 
not feel like working and playing the way 
your parents and teachers expect you to. 
you miss even small part what the 
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teacher says, you cannot get your lessons well 
and there trouble all around. 


Parts the Ear 


The ear very delicate organ that. should 
have the best care. The part you see 
the outside the head has several names but 
often called the “shell,” perhaps 
looks like shell with its curves and 
grooves. the shell that gathers sound and 
sends into the parts the ear that you 
cannot see the parts that are most important 
for good hearing. 

The part that comes next the shell 
short tunnel called the canal. through the 
canal that sounds pass the place where 
really hear them. you see, anything gets 
into the ear that blocks this canal, sounds 
can’t get through the way they should and 
are not heard clearly. For this reason 
should very careful not let anything 
into the ear from the outside. And never, never 
should use matches anything 
kind our ears feel itchy. that little 
gets hurt, even little bit, might make 
trouble. 

the inner end the canal very 
piece skin stretched over the opening. 
This called the drum and the drum 
another reason why should careful not 
put anything into our ears. might break 
this piece skin. Sounds coming through the 
canal bounce against the drum and this starts 
the machinery the middle ear working. 
The middle ear the part next the 
and separated from the canal the drum. 
hollow space that holds the little bones 
just called the “machinery.” 

tube like small piece pipe 
downward from this part the ear. the 
middle ear and this tube have 
important parts the ear, parts that 
very good care. seems funny doesn’t 
that should expected take care 
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what can neither see nor touch. But 


true. 
Germs Middle Ear 

our job keep out the middle 
ear disease germs that may cause swelling and 
pain and stop the movements those 
little bones, the machinery that keeps sounds 
moving the next part the ear. Most 
the danger that troublesome little 
pipe that goes from the middle ear right down 
into the throat, and the worst that 
our noses, nostrils, lead right down there 

Suppose you have cold. Your nose runs 
feels stuffy, your throat hurts and perhaps 
you have little cough. you don’t know 
the right way blow your nose you blow 
the wrong way. You hold your handkerchief 
tightly over both sides your nose and blow 
hard. Now see what happens. Part the 
watery matter from your nose and germs that 
are your throat are blown back instead 
out, and straight into your middle ear 
through that little tube. Those germs may 
then start trouble your ear, far inside your 
head and your hearing may damaged. 

But you are careful blow your nose 
the right way, you are taking care your 
ears and your precious sense hearing. What 
the right way? First all the handker- 
chief should held loosely and better 
blow only one side the nose time. 
The next important thing remember 
never blow hard, and you feel anything 
your ears when you blow your nose, stop 
right away. Even when you haven’t cold 
always blow your nose the right way. Ask 
your doctor about it. 

But suppose, even though you are careful, 
trouble gets into the middle ear and you have 
earache and perhaps running ear? 
still your job keep your hearing good 
asking your parents have doctor treat 
you before the trouble has chance 
damage your hearing. you explain 
this carefully your father and mother will 
understand. 

seems that are never free from danger 
our hearing. the winter time must 
try avoid colds keeping away from 
people who have them and catch 
cold must think about our ears. the 
winter too may happen that, stay 
outdoors long, the outer part ears, the 
shell, may get frostbitten. you know how 
care for frostbitten ear? Some people 
tell use snow cold water. But Stefans- 
son, the great explorer the North, found 
that the Eskimos use only the warm hand. 
Most doctors now think that the safest way 
treat frostbite. 


When You Swim 

Then summer have swimming and 
diving consider the care our ears. 
one wants take such fun away from 
you, especially you have not already had 
ear trouble. that case, the doctor will tell 
you you can swim without hurting your 
hearing. But you have had little ear 
trouble and want keep your hearing all 
your life, you must learn how swim and 
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dive right. Just the matter blowing 
your nose, there’s right way and wrong 
way. 

You start out making sure that the 
water which you swim clean. Who wants 
take water that not clean into his 
mouth and nose, with the danger it’s getting 
into his ears from the throat? You can al- 
ways find out about safe lakes and beaches. 

you have ever had running ear, 
sure plug your ears and not only that, but 
also wear rubber helmet when you 
swimming. You see your eardrum should 
have little hole it, water would get into 
your middle ear and this might some 
damage. you use cotton for plugging your 
ears, sure not the absorbent kind. 
is, saturate oil before using. Better 
still, get pair the standard ear plugs 
now sold most sporting goods stores. 

Now about diving. There seems one 
safe rule and that know how 
right before doing all. Get someone who 
knows all about teach you. Then you will 
not danger breaking your eardrums 
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injuring your hearing any way. Remember 
that the fun you have must not allowed 
make you sorry later on. 


Avoid Loud Noise 


talking about summer dangers our 
hearing must not forget the 4th July 
and its many loud noises. most states now 
explosives are not permitted the fourth, 
but, you should around where they are 
used, keep safe distance. And that distance 
should safe for your hearing. very loud 
noise too close the ear may serious 
damage hearing. 

some you have already had little 
ear trouble and your hearing not quite 
perfect you will learn how make for 
the loss, and, being very careful, you will 
prevent this trouble from growing worse. 

You will all remember how very important 
keep strong and well doing for your 
health all that the teacher and school nurse 
advise. this way you will giving care 
your ears and eyes well the rest 
your body.

New Orleans recognized tolerant city; 
its attitude “live and let live.” Its social 
history noticeably free serious race riots, 
religious animosities, and anti-Semitism. Know- 
nothingism, the A.P.A., the Ku-Klux-Klan, and 
other anti-Christian and anti-social phenomena 
indigenous the United States could never make 
impact the city the area embraced 
the archdiocese. Even though foreign tongues 
are not heard New Orleans stfeets and its 
homes frequently was the case generation 
two ago, the city yet remains one the 
most polyglot the country. Thirty-four coun- 
tries maintain consulates the city, and the 
flags nations, including that the United 
Nations, fly from New Orleans’ 
national Trade Mart. 


International Understanding, Theme 
Program 

The plan for carrying out the theme 
the convention clear enough from analysis 
the program. The main high lights were 
the sermon Samuel Cardinal Stritch 
and the final address the President-General 
the association, Most Rev. John Mc- 
Nicholas. The lay people selected were How- 
land Sargeant, Deputy Assistant Secretary 
State for Public Affairs, and Francis 
Matthews, the Secretary the Navy.

The Scope the Program 
International Understanding 


Thus see the theme the Convention 
was developed the main speakers 
the general meetings and specific emphasis 
departmental meetings UNESCO, 
mission activities, instruction foreign 
languages, and principally emphasis the 
Papal Program for Peace and International 
Understanding. The Secondary Department 
ran throught the whole gamut the subjects 
the secondary school its relation in- 
ternational understanding. This necessarily 
forced the emphasis the discussion subjects, 
but there was plenty deviation. The Elemen- 
tary School Department carried the ball for 
the Catholic Commission Citizenship em- 
phasizing its manual and its textbooks, 
relating its activities Christian attitudes 
and appreciations phases Christian social 
living. The Catholic Deaf Education Section 
did not deal with the central theme the 
Convention but concerned itself wisely 
very practical and helpful way 
practical and immediate problems, which in- 
cluded those the hard hearing. 


The Resolutions the Convention 


The emphasis the actual discussions 
the Convention the theme International 
Understanding was the general social and 
political aspects the subject rather than 
its educational aspects. This indicated 
the resolutions the Convention its final 
session which were confined the theme 
the Convention: International Understanding. 
the preamble the resolutions there 
carefully worded statement the “true 
meaning international understanding and 
the personal and social obligations that 
flow therefrom.” The difficulties the prob- 
lems living together world society 
indicated well the need for men get 
down their knees. Ecomonic, social, and 
linguistic barriers are indicated, and, 
course, the need for God the very foundation 
the world unity for which are striving. 
Fortunately, there emphasis world 
government and easy regimentation all 
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peoples under single authority, too often 
heard our country and other countries. The 
courses religion, social science, and the 
extracurricular activities should stress world 
friendship. Various pledges promises co- 
operation are made principle the Depart- 
ment State, the High Commission 
Germany, the Institute International Edu- 
cation for its international scholarship pro- 
gram, and the Commission Occupied 
Areas the American Council Education 
for “the co-ordination and stimulation cul- 
tural operations with the occupied nations.” 
the general discussions the Convention UN- 
ESCO was emphasized and the almost 
neglected, but, said elsewhere, the emphasis 
was international political, social, and 
cultural problems rather than educational 
problems either national international 
—except the sense that all these inter- 
national problems are educational, not 
scholastic, narrower sense. 


Official Convention Opening 

The Convention opened with solemn 
pontifical Mass the immense auditorium. 
one looked the altar one could easily 
visualize what the artist the Holy Grail, 
Edwin Abbey, would have done with such 
colorful and beautiful picture. The celebrant 
the solemn pontifical Mass was Most Rev. 
Joseph Rummel, Archbishop New 
Orleans. His Eminence, Samuel Cardinal 
Stritch, preached the sermon special 
music was provided the students Notre 
Dame Seminary and Xavier University for 
the proper the Mass, and the com- 
bined choir elementary and high school 
pupils the Archdiocese New Orleans for 
the common the Mass. 

His Eminence, Samuel Cardinal Stritch, 
the opening sermon discussed the problem 
Catholics more generally rather than the 
immediate theme the Convention. When 
arrived gave interview pointing out 
the need for federal aid education, not 
for the schools themselves, but for children 
and for the welfare services. emphasized 
naturally the teaching religion and pointed 
out rather definitely its place meeting the 
problems juvenile delinquency. Except for 
one other reference federal aid and the 
final panel, this was the only reference 
this pressing national problem. 

Cardinal Stritch emphasized the intimate 
relationship between teaching the Church 
and the schools and pointed out the Russians’ 
effort separate these and thus destroy 
freedom religion. pointed out the 
solidity and unity world society and the 
right gradation justice and charity our 
schools. made strong plea for patriotism 
and emphasized not exaggerated nationalism 
but sensible and intelligent nationalism. 
made significant remarks the teaching 
religion all levels and particularly the 
opportunity for the improvement the teach- 
ing religion the college level. also 
pointed out the importance faith and 
morals our educational program. was the 
speech that put international understanding 
its proper relation our American national- 
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ism and indicated too the significance 
religion and the teaching religion 
ultimately the source solution most 
social problems. 

Extensive excerpts from Cardinal Stritch’s 
speech will given the end this story. 


Civic Reception Delegates 


the afternoon Civic Reception was 
given which the Mayor, the City Superin- 
tendent Schools, the State Superintendent 
Schools, the Lieutenant Governor, and the 
Archbishop, spoke. was real glorification 
meeting; the Mayor the City expressed 
his gratitude Catholics for taking care 
40,000 students which would otherwise place 
heavy tax burdens the city and which would 
create great problems. The other visitors 
were very gracious but particularly the City

Most 
significant his statement, from the stand- 
point the theme the convention was 
the problem that required not much the 
education the people the United States 
the education the Russians, and that was 
tremendously difficult job because their 
inaccessibility. Hon. Howland Sargeant, 
Deputy Assistant Secretary State for Public 
Affairs, spoke the problem International 
Understanding and emphasized significant 
manner the long, difficult task which ahead 
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us. identified the problem which faces the 
Department State the identical problem 
which faces the schools. other words, what 
render educational service. Mr. Sargeant 
emphasized, too, the Russian aspect the 
problem and the difficulty which that 
but his general note was one hope and that 
effort would rewarded. Mr. Sargeant, while 
recognizing the difficulty the problem, 
never for moment thought that third war 
was inevitable and consequently held out hope 
for the future.

prising degree primarily discussion the 
Pope’s program for peace 
understanding. Bishop William Mulloy, 
his speech before the College Section, which 
was the keynote address, reviewed fully the 
Christmas messages the Pope and all his 
relationships the problems international 
peace. succinct form presented the 
various aspects the problem, its difficulties, 
and the details the Pope’s plan both 
regard national and international problems.

The Russian Problem 

our adult life, radio, 
all the arts and instruments communica- 
tion, the language the other fellow 
essential understanding. The problem 
international understanding direct process 
was not discussed such the convention, 
but the discussion foreign languages 
came nearest it. Mr. Matthews empha- 
sized the need reaching the Russians.

“Modern Languages” the Program 
was this light that the discussion 
the foreign languages must viewed. 
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Strangely enough the main emphasis this 
problem was the Seminary department, and 
the Secondary School department 
the subject should have been central was 
Catholic education, inadequate and incomplete 
was, revealed however the “terrible” 
situation with reference the modern lan- 
guages the high school. The college section 
might profitably have given more attention 
the problem. 


“Revolutionary” 

The President Georgetown University, 
before the Convention got underway, had 
interview the local newspapers which was 
called “revolutionary” the newspaper, given 
first page position and editorial one 
the newspapers discussed, rather rehashed 
the news story. According the quoted 
statements the newspaper, average students 
were mastering foreign language three 
months. One smiles such statement sadly, 
and then the statement that the system has 
been effect only six months makes one 
wonder whether another chapter being 
added the history human gullibility and 
educational panaceas. This was the news story: 

“The language teaching system incorporates 
the Nuremberg war criminal trials 
and the United Nations meetings Lake Suc- 
cess, Y.,” Monsignor Guthrie 

“At the trials headphone sets were used 
that interpreters could give immediate trans- 
lation all the proceedings just the words 
were spoken,” the university president said. 

“It was noticed that people were listening 
the Germans with one ear and the English 
translation with the other. The present plan 
which has been devised with co-operation the 
International Business Machines Corporation 
outgrowth that observation,” said. 

“The teacher speaks slowly that the student 
can absorb what said,” explained. “While 
this going on, the student pronouncing the 
words himself and picture projected the 
front the class. illustration the 
action described the words, but there are 
words themselves the pictures. 

“As the student pronounces the words, his 
voice recorded his own individual wire 
recorder. After the class over, the student, 
usually with tutor, goes into private room 
and goes over the pronunciation the words 
and perfects his enunciation. turns 
recording and heard and corrected the 

Monsignor Guthrie said the method has been 
used Georgetown for only six months now, but 
has already produced startling results. 

“Students who were only average university 
work mastered Russian three months. too 
early give percentage time saved over 
traditional methods, but the system holds promise 
Processes,” added.

But 
upon closer scrutiny, this picture not all 
impressive. well known that all too often 
courses foreign languages meet academic 
requirements have become egregious jokes and 
perfunctory the extreme. The case for Latin 
and speak Hebrew, Arabic,

students steer clear these dead languages, 
they can all manage it. 

the other hand, knowledge some for- 
eign languages still required great 
‘educational formation and better human 
relations. should evident all .educators 
worthy the name that some study and control 
the sources and authorities the original 
languages are absolutely necessary for all forms 
higher education. 

summarizes the common experience 
stating the reasons for inefficiency teaching 
foreign languages. 

The current unfavorable attitudes 
teachers and students.

Faulty methods instruction; particu- 
larly the beginners’ course.

Traditional and New Courses 
Secondary Education 


The secondary school stepped aside from 
the discussion international understanding 
say word about what one the New 
Orleans papers called “pitched battle” over 
the problems traditional and “new” sub- 
jects the high school curriculum. was 
Father Joseph Cox Philadelphia, the 
chairman the secondary school department 
who said the rapid increase high school 
enrollment the next ten years “going 
work against the traditional high school 
subjects.” The increased enrollment will ap- 
parently reach lower intellectual 
our population because such courses Latin, 
foreign languages, higher mathematics, and 
higher sciences will not appropriate for 
them. Instead new forms social study and 
down earth subjects such consumer edu- 
cation will introduced. Father Cox says, 
somewhat dubiously, however, that takes 
“pride the fact that Catholic schools are 
the last stronghold traditional classic edu- 
cation” and insists much this type 
education must maintained for the students 
who will college and university 
training. pointed out the middle course

The Secondary School Department emphasized 
the Procrustean fashion international under- 
standing through all the subjects the 
curriculum. The Elementary School Depart- 
ment emphasized Christian Living and Chris- 
tian Attitudes doing little propaganda work 
for the Catholic Commission Citizenship. 
There was wisely large number new 
names the program from the South, and 
fewer the “perennials” than usual. One 
noted the College programs that the

Return the moral law means national 
and international morality. Such return means 
above all the removal certain obstacles 
forces which stand the way world peace. 
The Holy Father points out five such ob- 
stacles: Hate, Distrust, Utilitarianism, Might, 
Selfishness. Charity must supplant hate; faith 
must take the place distrust; justice must 
replace utilitarianism; right must substi- 
tuted for might; solidarity must overcome 
selfishness. But before projecting reconstruc- 
tion, the hostile forces must removed.

the world, without distinction race, sex, 
language, religion, the charter the 
United Nations.” 

The preamble solemnly declares, and 
worth quoting, that “Since wars begin the 
minds men, the minds men that 
the defenses peace must constructed; 
that ignorance each other’s ways and lives 
has been common cause, throughout the 
history mankind, that suspicion and mis- 
trust between the peoples the world through 
which their differences have all too often 
broken into war; that the great and terrible 
war which has now ended was war made 
possible the denial the democratic prin- 
ciples the dignity, equality, and mutual 
respect men, and the propagation, 
their place, through ignorance and prejudice, 
the doctrine the inequality men and 
races; that the wide diffusion culture, and 
the education humanity for justice and 
liberty and peace are indispensable the 
dignity man and constitute sacred duty 
which all the nations must fulfill spirit 
mutual assistance and concern; that peace 
based exclusively upon the political and eco- 
nomic arrangements governments would not 
peace which could secure the unanimous, 
lasting, and sincere support the peoples 
the world, and that the peace must there- 
fore founded, not fail, upon the 
intellectual and moral solidarity mankind. 
For these reasons, the states parties this 
constitution, believing full and equal op- 
portunities for education for all, the un-

Are not, partially, 
least, responsible for the narrow outlook 
their minds? These and similar questions you 
can ask yourselves. The answers may sug- 
gestive means for implementing the pro- 
grams UNESCO and the world’s greatest 
Unescan, Pius XII.— Father Edward 
Rooney, S.J.
